One newspaper admirer of the 
Borden Government thinks the 
Opposition should not prolong 


the debate on the naval question, 
because this would delay bills 
dealing with the revision of the 
Bank Act, tariff revision and a 
parcels post system, If the min- 
isters wish to establish a parcels 
post system they can easily secure 
a suspension of the naval debate 
long enough to pass the necessary 
legislation, The revision of the 
Bank Act could be put through 
in the same way. As for tariff 
revision, if the Opposition can 
keep the Government from boost- 
ing the duties by talking on the 
navy question they should stay at 
it all summer. 

The Government has not, so far 
as has been shown, any important 
items on the legislative program 
which would necessarily be held 
up by the prolongation of the 
naval debate, They cannot, there- 
fore, club the Opposition into 
silence by accusing them of delay- 
ing important business, If busi- 
ness is delayed the fault will be 
with the Ministers who stubborn- 
ly refuse to take up any other 
business until the naval debate is 
ended. The Ministerial obstin- 
acy imposes upon the Opposition 
no responsibility to let the tre- 
mendously important question of 
naval defence pass without most 
thorough discussion. The im- 
portance of the question—insisted 
upon by Mr. Borden and Mr. Fos 
ter—does impose upon them the 
duty of putting every phase of it 
clearly and foreibly before the 
people.

FOR STREET RAILWAY 


SOME 


Editor Bulletin: 

Sir—The proposal of Superinten- 
dent Woodroofe to try and offeet the 
deficit In the street railway by rais- 
ing the fares, is preposterous, and 
cannot be entertained for a minute 
by the taxpayers of Edmonton To 
make the working classes, who con- 
tribute the major portion of street 
car revenue, pay for the incompetence 
of the men who laid out the present 
absurd street car system (in which 
the sald workifig classes had no voice 
whatever), would certainly be adding 
insult to Injury. 

The writer would suggest for a 
starter that the conductors would see 
to It that the passengers pay their 
fares, Whic® in seVeral cases they fall 
to do, as anybody travelling much on 
the cars must have noticed, 

Furthermore, Supt. Woodroofe or 
anybody else, cannot make the pres- 
ent street car system of Edmonton 
show a profit In the first place, 
there are six dead ends on the sys- 
tem, Where you will mostly always 
find a car standing idie, sometimes 
two, 1 have often seen four, 
five and six at the corner of Atha- 
basca avenue and Twenty-fourth 
street. These cars should never be 
standing idle, for a street car busi- 
ness is like any other business, the 
nearer to perpetual motion you can 
keep it, the nearer it is to being per- 
fect and profitable, Then, again, our 
rides are nearly all too long for five 
cents, and where they are not long 
the cars move sv slowly for want of 
power, that time and space are waat- 
ed, 

If you start from First street in Ed- 
monton to the C.PsR. depot on the 
South side, you are lucky if you make 
it in half an hour. More often it 
takes three-quarters of an hour or an 
hour, and occasionally you do not get 
there at alk If you ask any trans- 
portation expert if he can haul a pas- 
senger around on a well equipped car 
hour for five cents, he

IS MILDER IN ALBERTA 
THAN OTHER PROVINCES 


Rise in Temperature Recorded at All 
Points in This Province—In Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba the Wea- 
ther Continues Cold. 


Winnipeg, Jan. 24—Another con- 
siderable rise In temperature is re- 
corded in Alberta, where the ther- 
mometer registered a rise of 34 de- 


grees at Calgary, 20 degrees, at Medi- 


cine Hat, and eight degrees at Ed- 
monton, while the other two prairie 
provinces experienced Practically no 
change. In Saskatchewan the mer- 
cury went up 16 degrees at Swift 
current, and 12 degrees at Moose 
Jaw. At Battleford a rise of two 
degrees is recorded, while at Regina, 
Qu’Appelle and Prince Albert five,, six 
and eight degrees higher was regis- 
tered. The weather in Manitoba has 
remained without change, except that 
during the day yesterday, the mer- 
cury was rising and falling in bewild- 
ering fashion, finally resting at the 
high point of the night, 18 below. 
So far this season no serious coal 
shortage has been experienced, but 
a report Is to hand that owing to the 
prolonged strike in the mines of the

sible arbitration, 

Officials here are awaiting the de- 
cision with great interest, Upon it 
will depend the probability Presi- 
att reaching a satisfactory set- 
of the question before jhe 
If the British govern- 
ment should regard as satisfactory 
the American statement that its ap- 
prehensions for the future treatment 
of British shipping in the canal are 
groundless, and will so express itself, 
the incident will be closed, at least, 
for the time being, or until subse- 
quent congress might endeavor to act 
in a way as to warrant the charges 
against foreign shipping.

Declaring that no permanent good 


would result by moving the Intake of 
Edmonton's water supply from the 
present site further up@he river, and 
that the great cost of such a move 
would not repay the city for any bene- 
fit derived for a small number of 
years, the water experts reporting on 
Edmonton's future water supply reach 
the conclusion that with the aid of a 
filtration plant the present site will be 
good ana sufficient for all time. 

While it was generally bel-eved that 
the experts would report in favor of 
retaining the present site of the in- 
take, and this was forecasted in the 
Bulletin as long ago as last October, 
the reasons given by the experts are 
interesting. 

In the first place, after viewing all 
possthlé sources of supply for the 
clty, the experts reach the unanimous 
conclusion there are only two sources 
from which the city logically could 
get a water supply—the Saskatchewan 
river and Pigeon lake. The lake is 
discarded as a possible source becattse 
of the small territory it drains, and 
because of the lack of information as 
to its flow, 

In effect the experts say, “The river 
is always’ here. it will always drain 
a huge area and will giye a full and 
sufficient supply for a éity of any 
size.” 

The experts then shy why they see 
no reason for moving the intake pipe 
outside the city limits further up the 
river. They declare that: 

1. The cost weuld be almost 
hbbitive. 

2. The benefits would not be lasting. 

That is to say, the experts believe 
that while a purer supply of water 
might be gaised for a few years by 
moving the intake pipe up the river, 
conditions soon will change along the 

river banks so that the water would 
be as polluted far up the river as it
